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DETAILED ACTION 
Response to BP AI Decision 

1 . In the decision by the Board of Patent Appeals and Interferences (BPAI) mailed 5/8/09, 
the rejections of claims 1-9, 11 and 13-23 were reversed. The following action is a response to 
the decision rendered by the Board of Patent Appeals and Interferences (BPAI) mailed 5/8/09. 
Claims 1-9, 11 and 13-23 are pending in the application and are allowed. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 1-9, 1 1 and 13-23 are allowed. The following is an examiner's statement of 
reasons for allowance: 

Claims 1, 17, 18 and 21 

The Board of Patent Appeals and Interferences has interpreted the Examiner reliance on 
the teachings of Davies et al, Durand et al, Henneuse et al, and Zhang et al. as directed to a 
method of arranging a recreational outing for participant but find that neither reference teaches or 
fairly suggests "receiving the selection from a participant of a selection option to a book a 
reservation for a time and date and receiving indication information from a participant including 
notification of the number of individual participating and whether the number of individuals are 
greater than the number of available openings". 

Because the prior art does not teach or disclose the above features in the specific manner 
and combinations recited in independent claims 1, 17, 18 and 21 as further interpreted by the 
Board of Patent Appeals and Interferences, claims 1-9, 11 and 13-23 are hereby deemed to be 
allowable. 

Originally numbered dependent claims incorporate the allowable features of originally 
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numbered independent claims 1, 17, 18 and 21, through dependency. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later than the 
payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably accompany the issue 
fee. Such submissions should be clearly labeled "Comments on Statement of Reasons for 
Allowance."

These prior art patents 
fail to teach or fairly suggest that the liability numbers in the police report are "receiving the 
selection from a participant of a selection option to a book a reservation for a time and date and 
receiving indication information from a participant including notification of the number of 
individual participating and whether the number of individuals are greater than the number of 
available openings".
